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Annual  Report 


The  2001  Annual  Report  cover  features  the  Sutton  Volunteer  Firemen's 
Association  newest  Fire  Truck.  The  truck  has  a  Sterling  chassis  and  is  fully 
equipped  with  a  built-in  foam  system,  built-in  generator  and  Scott  air  pack 
holders.  The  pumper  was  manufactured  by  Valley  Fire,  Bradford,  New 
Hampshire  at  a  total  cost  of  $210,000.  The  Town  appropriated  $190,000  and 
the  Sutton  Volunteer  Fire  Association  raised  $20,000  toward  the  purchase  of 
the  pumper.  The  new  truck  was  received  by  the  Fire  Department  on  September  11, 
2001.

2001  Round  Room  Report 


Last  year's  Town  Report  focused  on  the  growth  within  our  community. 
This  year  we  received  the  U.S.  Census  Bureau's  Profile  of  General 
Characteristics,  so  we  thought  we  would  start  by  sharing  some 
demographic  information  about  the  Town  of  Sutton.  According  to  Census 
2000,  the  population  for  our  community  is  1,544  comprised  of  752  males 
and  792  females,  with  a  median  age  of  43.2.  The  Census  determined 
Sutton's  age  distribution  as  follows: 

55  to  59  years  112 
60  to  64  years  78 
65  to  74  years  154 
75  to  84  years  68 
85  years  and  up  22 

Census  housing  statistics  reveal  that  there  are  621  occupied  housing  units 
in  town,  and  205  vacant  units  that  are  used  for  seasonal,  recreational  or 
occasional  use.  Our  occupied  housing  units  are  broken  down  into  527 
owner-occupied  units  and  94  renter-occupied  units.  The  average 
household  size  of  owner-occupied  units  is  2.5  and  the  average  household 
size  of  renter-occupied  units  is  2.29. 

In  2001,  the  Selectmen's  office  processed  68  building  permits,  17  of  which 
were  for  new  homes.  One  hundred  and  thirty-seven  property  transfers 
occurred  (wonder  what  that  does  to  the  statistics  reported  above!).  Our 
property  valuation  rose  to  $116,115,219  resulting  in  an  increase  of 
$3,782,381  over  last  year. 

The  Select  Board  passed  three  new  ordinances  this  year  which 
Townspeople  should  be  made  aware  of: 

•  On  May  14th ,  we  adopted  Public  Health  Regulations  in  response  to 
a  number  of  complaints  regarding  overflowing  dumpsters.  An 
individual  violating  the  health  regulations  could  be  subject  to  a  fine 
for  each  and  every  day  that  they  violate  the  ordinance.  In  addition 
the  owner  or  occupant  shall  be  held  liable  for  any  costs  the  Town 
incurs  if  we  have  to  step  in  and  clean  up.  Please  empty  those 
dumpsters  or  go  to  the  solid  waste  facility. 

•  On  October  29,  2001,  we  adopted  an  Ordinance  to  regulate  the  use 
of  Town  Roads  for  Logging  Operations,  pursuant  to  RSA  41:11  and 
RSA  47:17,  and  a  Road  Weight  Limit  Ordinance  pursuant  to  RSA 
41:11  and  RSA  231:191.  These  ordinances  seem  to  be  working  out 
well  for  those  affected  by  them.  Copies  are  available  at  the 
Selectmen's  Office  if  you  are  interested  or  think  these  ordinances 
may  pertain  to  you. 


Although  2001  was  a  quiet  year  in  the  Roundroom,  many  noteworthy 
events  occurred,  among  these  were: 

•  In  June,  we  presented  the  Boston  Post  Cane  to  Katherine  Finger. 
Since  1909,  the  Boston  Post  Cane  has  been  presented  to  the  oldest 
citizen  of  the  town,  and  upon  the  decease  of  the  present  oldest 
citizen,  it  is  duly  transmitted  to  the  then  oldest  citizen,  remaining 
always  in  the  possession  of  whoever  is  the  oldest  citizen  of  the 
town.  Katherine,  who  was  born  January  10,  1910,  was  chosen  as 
the  oldest  year-round  resident  of  Sutton.  Katherine  has  been 
married  to  her  husband  Frank  for  sixty-three  years.  She  and  Frank 
reside  in  Sutton  Mills  with  their  daughter,  Nikki.  Katherine  enjoys 
flower  arranging  and  is  an  avid  gardener.  Katherine  attributes 
her  longevity  to  enjoying  life,  taking  care  of  herself  and  having  a 
good  partner. 

•  The  Selectmen's  Office  engaged  the  renowned  records  preservation 
company,  Joseph  Mariotti  and  Son,  to  preserve  four  of  our 
important  historical  records  dating  back  to  1749.  Local  historian 
Carlton  Bradford  helped  choose  the  records,  which  contain 
priceless  town  history.  The  Town  was  in  danger  of  losing  these 
records  forever,  due  to  the  acid  content  of  the  ink  that  was  used  at 
the  time  the  documents  were  created.  The  records  were  cleaned, 
de-acidified,  moisture-  and  light-proofed  and  leather  bound  to 
museum  standards,  thus  preserving  the  following  records  for  many 
generations  to  come:  Proprietor  Record,  1749;  Proceedings  of  Town 
Meetings  1784;  Record  of  Sutton  Social  Library,  1796;  Record  Book, 
1785-1806. 

•  Another  milestone  for  our  Town  was  that  in  November  we  received 
first  place  in  our  population  category  for  our  year  2000  Town 
Report.  Annual  Reports  are  submitted  to  the  New  Hampshire 
Municipal  Association  and  are  judged  for  their  basic  information, 
accurate  financial  reporting  and  statistics  as  well  as  their  creativity 
and  reader  appeal.  We  are  honored  by  this  award  and  thank  all 
those  who  contributed  to  our  award-winning  annual  report, 
including  our  very  capable  printers  RC  Brayshaw  &  Co. 

Among  the  projects  completed  by  the  Selectmen's  Office  this  year  was 
work  on  the  accessible  walkway.  From  conception  to  implementation, 
this  project  required  a  great  deal  of  teamwork.  We  would  like  to  thank 
Charlie  Ash  for  coming  up  with  the  original  idea,  George  Mattarazo 
for  assisting  with  the  conceptual  design,  the  Accessibility  Committee 
for  their  time  and  suggestions,  and  Campbell  Fence  and  Granite  for 
installing  the  walkway.  Charlie  Whittemore  volunteered  his  expert 
help  with  the  brickwork.  The  Highway  Department  deserves  special 
thanks,  not  only  for  their  skilled  assistance  but  also  for  their  landscaping 
expertise.  George  (Bob)  Gagnon,  who  cares  for  our  walkways  at  the 
Town  Office,  reports  that  they  are  easy  to  maintain  and  there  is  no 
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significant  difference  in  the  amount  of  time  needed  for  snow  removal. 
We  have  received  many  compliments  on  the  new  walkway  and  believe 
that  the  goals  to  increase  safety,  equalize  accessibility  and  enhance  the 
aesthetic  value  of  the  building,  while  preserving  the  original  granite 
steps,  have  been  met. 

Work  has  progressed  on  the  Roby  Road  Bridge  project.  Phase  II  work 
for  this  project  has  been  completed.  Our  funding  was  deferred  until 
the  2002  fiscal  year,  and  at  the  time  of  this  writing,  we  are  preparing  to 
go  out  for  bid  for  construction  services.  It  is  anticipated  that 
construction  will  start  in  2002. 


Conversion  of  the  Incinerator  to  a  solid  waste /recycling  center  was 
an  extremely  involved  project.  We  are  fortunate  to  have  entered  into 
an  agreement  with  the  Lebanon  Landfill  to  accept  our  Municipal  Solid 
Waste  (MSW).  The  cost  for  solid  waste  disposal  is  prohibitive  and 
Lebanon  is  really  giving  us  a  favorable  rate  of  $55.00  per  ton  for  our 
MSW.  The  closure,  conversion  and  permitting  process  required  the 
services  of  four  different  engineering  firms.  We  would  like  to 
particularly  thank  Pete  Blakeman  of  Blakeman  Engineering,  for 
patiently  lending  his  engineering  guidance  during  this  project.  Pete 
has  also  been  making  recommendations  regarding  getting  our  septage 
lagoons  back  into  service.  We  are  looking  forward  to  having  the 
lagoons  operating  again  this  Spring.  This  will  save  residents  a  lot  of 
money  on  their  septic  pumping  costs.  We  welcomed  Walter  Simonds 
as  our  Solid  Waste  Supervisor  in  April.  He  did  a  very  capable  job  of 
managing  all  the  transition  at  the  facility.  One  last,  and  very  noteworthy 
achievement,  at  the  solid  waste  facility  was  that  a  member  of  their 
staff  was  selected  to  be  Employee  of  the  Decade.  Herman  Foster  was 
nominated  for  his  long  service  to  the  town,  and  for  the  outstanding 
level  of  cornrnitrnent  that  he  displayed  in  the  performance  of  his  duties. 
Herman  is  reliable,  conscientious  and  hardworking.  Please  join  us  in 
congratulating  and  recognizing  Herman  for  this  significant 
achievement.

The  Town  acquired  several  new  pieces  of  equipment  this  year  as  voted 
at  our  March  2001  Town  Meeting.  The  Highway  Department  got  a 
new  dump  truck  and  loader /backhoe  and  the  Fire  Department  has  a 
brand  new  Sterling  Chassis  Fire  Truck,  which  is  featured  on  the  cover 
of  our  Town  Report.  No  one  was  left  untouched  by  the  tragic  events  of 
September  11, 2001 .  Sutton  residents,  along  with  the  rest  of  the  country, 
have  a  renewed  respect  and  appreciation  for  firefighters,  rescue  workers 
and  police  officers.  We  can  all  be  proud  of  our  full-time  police 
department.  The  Sutton  Police  Department  is  well  trained  and 
professional.  Sutton's  all  volunteer  Fire  and  Rescue  Squad  are  second- 
to-none,  and  it  is  reassuring  to  see  that  they  are  suitably  equipped  to 
meet  the  needs  of  our  community.  Our  profound  gratitude  goes  to  the 
Sutton  Police,  Fire  Department  and  Rescue  Squad,  who  work  selflessly 
for  others  and,  at  times,  even  place  their  lives  on  the  line. 

We  are  proud  of  our  achievements  this  year  and  so  very  proud  of 
what  a  wonderful  place  Sutton  is  to  live  and  raise  a  family.  There  are 
so  many  things  that  make  this  Town  great,  not  the  least  of  which  are 
the  people  who  live  here.  In  1991,  the  twenty-one  cornerstones  of  Sutton 
were  identified.  The  cornerstones  were  chosen  as  resources  and 
treasures  that  help  make  our  community  what  it  is,  that  are  essential 
to  our  quality  of  life,  and  that  you  would  like  to  see  your  children  and 
grandchildren  enjoy  into  the  21st  Century.  The  21st  Century  is  here,  we 
thought  newcomers  and  long-time  residents  alike  might  enjoy 
revisiting  the  following  pictorial  essay  (originally  printed  in  the  1991 
Annual  Report)  identifying  Sutton's  Cornerstones.

Excavation  of  cultural  artifacts  (ceram- 
ics, nails,  pottery,  pewter  buttons,  and  a  shoe  buckle  which  fit  into  usage  of  that  early  period 
have  confirmed  the  time  period.

TOWN  MEETING  MINUTES 

MARCH  14,  2001 


The  Moderator,  Gregory  Gill,  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  7  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon. 

Moderator  Gill  led  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance  and  a  moment  of  silence 
for  those  residents  no  longer  with  us.  The  Moderator  explained  the 
rules  of  conduct  for  the  meeting.  Moderator  Gill  commented  on  the 
following:  The  new  fence  installed  at  the  Library  along  the  river.  The 
completion  of  the  Penacook  Road  Bridge,  and  the  E911  project, 
encouraging  all  residents  to  install  their  house  numbers  in  a  visible 
location  for  emergency  vehicles. 

Moderator  Gill  asked  for  the  towns  people  to  make  comments.  Darrell 
Palmer  gave  thanks  to  all  the  firemen.  Charlotte  Goldthwait  thanked 
all  Town  employees  and  members  of  Town  boards  and  committees. 
Leslie  Enroth  thanked  Charles  Whittemore  for  his  years  of  service  to 
the  Town,  most  recently  as  Treasurer.  Harold  Rowe  thanked  the 
Highway  Department  for  the  excellent  snow  removal  this  winter  with 
all  the  large  snow  storms.  Donald  Davis,  Jr.  thanked  the  King  Hill 
Reservation  volunteers  for  over  400  hours  of  work  at  the  site.  Lee 
Cullens  thanked  the  Rescue  Squad  for  their  excellent  work. 

Motion  of  Darrel  Palmer  to  dispense  with  the  reading  of  the  Town 
Warrant,  seconded  by  Robert  Wright.  Motion  carried  by  voice  vote.

Article  2:  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Amendment  1  as 
proposed  by  the  Sutton  Planning  Board  for  the  Sutton  Zoning 
Ordinance  which  replaces  Article  IIIiO  Personal  Wireless  Service 
Facilities  (PWSF).  The  purpose  of  this  amendment  is  to  permit  carriers 
to  locate  PWSF  in  the  Town  of  Sutton  consistent  with  appropriate  land 
use  regulations  that  will  ensure  compatibility  with  the  visual  and 
environmental  features  of  the  Town.  New  ground-mounted  PWSF  are 
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permitted,  but  only  when  the  use  of  existing  structures  and  buildings 
is  found  not  to  be  feasible.  Co-location  is  encouraged  for  PWSF 
application.  Recommended  by  the  Planning  Board.

said  fund.  The  appropriation  is  to  come  from  the  sale  of  the  existing 
1963  F-750  Ford  Forestry  Fire  Truck,  and  no  amount  is  to  be  raised 
from  taxation.

Article  13:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  One  Hundred  and  Ninety  Thousand  Dollars  ($190,000)  for 
the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  Sterling  chassis  fire  truck  to  be 
manufactured  at  Valley  Fire  in  Bradford  and  to  further  authorize  the 
withdrawal  of  One  Hundred  and  Forty  Two  Thousand  Dollars 
($142,000)  from  the  Fire  Department  Equipment  Capital  Reserve  Fund 
established  in  1995  for  that  purpose  with  the  balance  of  Forty  Eight 
Thousand  Dollars  ($48,000)  to  be  raised  by  General  Taxation.

Article  12:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  One  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000)  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing 
forest  fire  equipment  for  the  Sutton  Volunteer  Fireman's  Association 
and  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  One  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000)  from 
the  Forest  Fire  Equipment  Capital  Reserve  Fund  established  in  1980

Article  15:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  Forty  Eight  Thousand  Dollars  ($48,000)  for  an  F-550  Dump 
Truck  complete  and  further  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  Forty  Eight 
Thousand  Dollars  ($48,000)  from  the  1993  Highway  Capital  Equipment 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  this  purpose.

Article  16:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  Seventy  Two  Thousand  Dollars  ($72,000)  for  the  purpose 
of  purchasing  a  loader /backhoe. 

It  was  moved  by  Darrell  Palmer  to  accept  Article  16  as  read,  seconded 
by  Cory  Cochran. 

Philip  Buteau  moved  to  amend  Article  16  to  read:  To  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Sixty  Eight  Thousand 
Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($68,500)  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  loader/ 
backhoe.  Seconded  by  Christopher  Rowe. 

It  was  moved  and  voted  to  end  debate. 

The  Moderator  reread  Article  16  as  amended. 

Amendment  carried  by  voice  vote. 
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Thomas  Paul  moved  to  amend  the  amendment  to  read  taking  $27,000 
from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  Highway  Trucks  and  Equipment 
and  $47,000  coming  from  taxation.  Seconded  by  Charles  Forsberg. 

This  motion  failed  on  a  hand  count  of  Yes  42         No  61 

The  Moderator  reread  Article  16  as  amended.  To  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Sixty  Eight  Thousand  Five 
Hundred  Dollars  ($68,500)  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  loader/ 
backhoe. 

Article  16  as  amended  carried  by  voice  vote. 

The  Moderator  read  Article  17. 

Article  17:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  and  Sixty  Seven  Thousand  and  Four  Hundred 
Dollars  ($267,400)  for  the  purpose  of  repairs  to  the  Roby  Road  Bridge 
and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for,  contract  for  and  accept 
grants  of  federal  or  state  aid  or  both  as  may  be  available.  Provided 
80%  of  the  estimated  expense  or  approximately  Two  Hundred  and 
Thirteen  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  and  Twenty  Dollars  ($213,920)  is 
made  available  as  State  bridge  aid  and  the  balance  of  Fifty  Three 
Thousand  Four  Hundred  Eighty  Dollars  ($53,480)  is  to  come  from 
general  taxation.  This  appropriation  will  be  added  to  funds  previously 
encumbered  for  this  purpose. 

It  was  moved  by  Robert  Wright  to  accept  Article  17  as  read,  seconded 
by  Thomas  Brooks. 

It  was  moved  and  voted  to  end  debate. 

Article  17  carried  by  voice  vote. 

The  Moderator  read  Article  18. 

Article  18:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  ($50,000)  for  the  purpose  of 
decommissioning  the  incinerator,  performing  required  engineering 
studies  and  purchasing  and  installing  a  compactor  with  a  hopper  and 
chute  and  a  roll-off  container  in  order  to  convert  the  incinerator  to  a 
solid  waste  transfer  facility  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply 
for,  contract  for  and  accept  grants  of  federal  or  state  aid  or  both  as  may 
be  made  available,  and  to  authorize  the  sum  of  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars 
($50,000)  from  the  Solid  Waste  Transfer  Station  Capital  Reserve  Fund, 
established  in  2000  for  this  purpose. 
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It  was  moved  by  Robert  Wright  to  accept  Article  18  as  read,  seconded 
by  Christine  Nelson. 

It  was  moved  by  Norman  Forand  to  amend  Article  18  as  follows:  To 
see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  up  to  Ninety  Five  Thousand 
dollars  ($95,000)  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  new  recycling  building 
to  expand  the  recycling  to  include  plastic  containers.  All  funds  to  come 
from  Capital  Reserve  Funds.  Second  Unknown. 

It  was  ruled  by  Moderator  Gregory  Gill  that  the  motion  was  not  in  the 
spirit  of  Article  18  and  ruled  the  amendment  out  of  order. 

Kevin  Rowe  called  the  question. 

The  Moderator  reread  Article  18. 

Article  18  carried  by  a  hand  vote  of    Yes  45    No  28 

The  Moderator  read  Article  19. 

Article  19:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  Sixteen  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($16,500)  for  the 
purpose  of  raising  the  incinerator  stack  to  achieve  compliance  with  24 
hour  ambient  air  limits  and  performing  associated  emissions  testing  at 
the  Solid  Waste  Facility  as  required  and  further  to  authorize  the 
withdrawal  of  Sixteen  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($16,500)  from 
the  Solid  Waste  Transfer  Station  Capital  Reserve  Fund  established  in 
2000  for  this  purpose. 

It  was  moved  by  Darrel  Palmer  to  table  Article  19,  motion  carried. 

The  Moderator  read  Article  20. 

Article  20:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  One  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($1,500)  and  authorize 
said  expenditure  by  the  Bradford  /Newbury  Youth  Sports  organization; 
said  expenditure  is  to  assist  in  defraying  the  costs  of  building 
maintenance,  replacing  and  buying  new  sports  equipment.  By  Petition 
of  Tayo  Sands  and  33  others.  Not  recommended  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee. 

Darrell  Palmer  moved  to  accept  Article  20  as  read,  seconded  by  Cory 
Cochran. 

It  was  moved  and  voted  to  end  debate. 

The  moderator  reread  Article  20. 

Article  20  passed  by  voice  vote. 


The  Moderator  read  Article  21. 

Article  21:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  gift  of  the 
bridge  constructed  over  the  Lane  River  on  Bull  Bridge  road,  a  Class  VI 
Road.  Said  bridge  being  a  popular  pathway  that  is  used  by  nature 
lovers,  bicyclists,  joggers  and  snowmobiles.  By  Petition  of  Dennis 
MacNeeley  and  fifty-eight  others. 

It  was  moved  by  Dennis  McNeeley  to  accept  Article  21  as  read  and  seconded. 
It  was  voted  to  end  debate. 

The  Moderator  reread  Article  21. 

Article  21  carried  by  voice  vote. 

The  Moderator  read  Article  22. 

Article  22:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  increase  from  25%  to 
50%,  its  deposit  of  revenues  collected  from  the  Land  Use  Change  Tax, 
pursuant  to  RSA  79- A,  into  the  Sutton  Conservation  Fund  in  accordance 
with  RSA  36-A:III,  such  increase  as  authorized  by  RSA  79-A:25IV. 
Petitioned  by  Eugene  Aubert  and  Sixty  others. 

Stephen  Enroth  moved  to  accept  Article  22  as  read,  second  Robert 
Wright. 

It  was  moved  to  end  debate. 

The  Moderator  reread  Article  22. 

Article  22  carried  by  voice  vote. 

Article  23:  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally 
come  before  the  meeting. 

It  was  moved  by  Darrell  Palmer  to  adjourn  the  annual  meeting,  second 
Robert  Wright.

To  the  Members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Sutton,  New  Hampshire: 


In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  Town  of  Sutton,  New 
Hampshire  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  2001,  we  considered  the 
Town's  internal  control  structure  in  order  to  determine  the  scope  of 
our  auditing  procedures  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  our  opinion  on 
the  financial  statements.  Our  review  of  these  systems  was  not  intended 
to  provide  assurance  on  the  internal  control  structure  and  should  not 
be  relied  on  for  that  purpose. 

Under  the  standards  established  by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified 
Public  Accountants,  reportable  conditions  involve  matters  coming  to 
our  attention  relating  to  significant  deficiencies  in  the  design  or  opera- 
tion of  the  internal  control  structure  that,  in  our  judgment,  could  ad- 
versely affect  the  Town's  ability  to  record,  process,  summarize,  and 
report  financial  data  consistent  with  the  assertions  of  management  in 
the  financial  statements.  A  material  weakness  is  a  reportable  condi- 
tion in  which  the  design  or  operation  of  one  or  more  of  the  internal 
control  structure  elements  does  not  reduce  to  a  relatively  low  level  the 
risk  that  errors  or  irregularities,  in  amounts  that  would  be  material  in 
relation  to  the  financial  statements  being  audited,  may  occur  and  not 
be  detected  within  a  timely  period  by  employees  in  the  normal  course 
of  performing  their  assigned  functions.  Our  consideration  of  the  inter- 
nal control  structure  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  matters  in  the 
internal  control  structure  that  might  constitute  reportable  conditions 
and,  accordingly,  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  reportable  condi- 
tions that  are  also  considered  to  be  material  weaknesses  as  defined 
above. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that,  during  the  course  of  our  review  of  inter- 
nal controls,  no  material  weaknesses  in  the  Town's  accounting  systems 
and  records  were  identified.  Minor  weaknesses  or  other  considerations 
coming  to  our  attention  were  generally  procedural  in  nature  and  dealt 
with  administrative  or  record  keeping  practices.  In  these  instances, 
we  made  specific  recommendations  or  provided  instruction  to  those 
individuals  involved  during  the  course  of  our  audit  fieldwork. 
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This  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  information  and  use  of  manage- 
ment and  others  within  the  administration  as  a  resource  for  improving 
operations.  It  is  not  intended  and  should  not  be  used  for  any  other 
purpose.

The 
new  Conservation  and  Heritage  Moose  Plates  are  available  at  renewal, 
for  an  additional  fee.  All  plate  changes  can  only  take  place  at  renewal 
or  a  new  registration.

Disabled  Veteran  plates  will 
only  be  issued  from  the  Concord  office.  You  need  to  first  go  to  the  Town 
Clerks  office  and  pay  the  town  taxes  on  the  vehicle.  When  you  go  to 
the  Motor  Vehicle  office  you  will  need  to  bring  your  DD214,  or  any  of 
the  following:  NA  Forml3038,  NAVPERS-553,  WD  AGO  Form  53-55, 
or  Form  53-98,  NAVMC  78-PD,  NAVCG-2510,  NA  Form  1341  or  NCG 
Form  553  indicating  that  you  were  Honorably  Discharged. 

Town  of  Sutton  automobile  registration  fees  continue  to  increase.  There 
was  an  increase  of  $18,300  over  the  previous  year.  Tax  Collection  for 
the  Property  Tax  Year  2001  was  at  95%  by  December  31,  2001. 

Please  come  in  to  see  the  renovations  of  the  Town  Clerk/Tax  Collec- 
tors office,  if  you  haven't  already. 

Welcome  to  Janet  Haines  who  is  training  in  the  office  at  this  time.  She 
has  completed  the  two  training  sessions  for  the  Department  of  Safety 
and  looks  forward  to  meeting  everyone.

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Report  of  the 
Police  Department 

The  year  2001  was  a  busy  year  for  the  Sutton  Police  Department.  We 
logged  2804  incidents /calls  for  service,  compared  to  1735  for  the 
year  2000. 1  believe  our  community  is  definitely  growing. 

Through  a  federal  grant,  we  were  able  to  purchase  2  digital  Astro  radio's, 
one  for  each  of  the  cruisers.  We  will  also  be  getting  one  portable  digital 
radio  in  the  near  future.  This  grant  saved  our  community  about 
$9522.00.  We  also  were  able  to  purchase  one,  in-car-video  system  and 
hopefully  will  be  able  to  purchase  another  one  for  the  other  cruiser. 
The  camera  is  an  excellent  officer  safety  item  because  it  records  both 
audio  and  visually  the  actions  of  the  officers  on  a  stop  as  well  as 
documents  the  actions  of  any  suspects  on  a  stop. 

The  department  continues  to  remain  active  in  both  of  our  schools  in 
Town.  We  continue  to  teach  D.A.R.E.  to  our  fifth  graders  in  the  Sutton 
Central  School.  This  year  we  had  the  opportunity  to  conduct  our  first 
off-site  emergency  evacuation  of  both  the  elementary  school  as  well  as 
the  high  school.  Both  drills  were  very  successful.  Our  Emergency 
Management  Plan  is  in  place  and  has  been  tested  successfully. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Sutton  Highway  Department,  Sutton  Fire 
Department  and  the  Sutton  Rescue /EMT's  for  their  continued  support 
throughout  the  year.  We  really  rely  on  their  assistance  at  various  times. 
I  would  also  like  to  extend  my  thanks  to  my  staff;  Sgt.  Lambert,  Officers 
Neideritter,  Nelson  and  Buteau  and  also  to  our  secretary,  Lynn  King. 
They  really  do  make  a  difference  for  our  community.

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Report  of  the 
Solid  Waste  and  Recycling  Facility 

On  April  13,  2001, 1  took  over  as  Supervisor  of  the  Sutton  Solid 
Waste  Facility.    We  have  made  many  much  needed,  changes 
since  then.  Some  of  the  highlights  of  our  year  follow: 


•  On  October  17th,  the  Sutton  Incinerator  was  permanently  closed. 
We  worked  on  this  for  much  of  the  year;  obtaining  the  necessary 
permits  for  the  closure  slowed  us  down  a  bit; 

•  On  November  20,  our  new  compactor  was  installed.  We  are  getting 
six  workdays  (two  weeks)  per  container,  which  holds  about  11 1/2 
tons. 

•  We  started  issuing  new  Solid  Waste  Facility  stickers  for  your  car 
on  December  1.  Stickers  can  be  obtained  at  the  facility,  and  you 
must  have  a  sticker  to  use  the  facility. 

•  The  septic  lagoons  were  closed  last  year,  but  we  had  them  cleaned. 
We  expect  the  lagoons  will  be  ready  for  service  some  time  in  the 
Spring.  The  lagoons  will  save  townspeople  money  when  they  have 
their  septic  systems  pumped  and  the  septage  is  disposed  of  at  the 
Sutton  lagoons. 

•  We  installed  a  room  to  keep  employees  warm  and  expand  the  tiny 
office. 

•  The  new  hours  for  the  Solid  Waste  Facility  are: 

Tuesday  Noon  -  5:00  p.m. 

Thursday  Noon  -  7:00  p.m. 

Saturday  9:00  a.m.  -  4:00  p.m. 

•  The  Selectmen  appointed  Herman  Foster,  a  long  standing  Solid 
Waste  Facility  employee  as  EMPLOYEE  OF  THE  DECADE!  Well 
deserved  congratulations  go  to  Herman. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  townspeople  for  being  so  patient 
and  understanding  through  all  these  changes.

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Report  of  the  Fire  Department  and  the 
Sutton  Volunteer  Firemen's  Association 

This  past  year  found  responses  by  the  Sutton  Firemen's  Association 
leveling  off  at  77.  This  is  down  from  83  calls  in  2000  and  67  for 
1999.  Members  continue  to  train  on  the  Rescue  Tool  using  real-life 
scenarios.  Four  members  are  cross-trained  in  fire  and  first  responder 
certification.  Public  safety  education  continues  to  be  an  important  part 
of  the  work  being  done  by  our  members  including  fire  prevention, 
yearly  battery  changes  to  smoke  detectors,  and  "suspicious  substance" 
awareness. 

Sutton  firemen  responded  to  three  structure  fires  this  past  year.  The 
final  structure  was  a  total  loss  with  the  homeowner  needing  to  be 
transferred  to  the  Burn  Center.  Our  appreciation  goes  out  to  the  Mutual 
Aid  agencies  that  we  work  closely  with  throughout  the  year  through 
training  efforts  and  when  providing  or  receiving  back  up  at  major 
incidents.  The  majority  of  calls  for  our  department  continue  to  be  motor 
vehicle  accidents  on  Interstate  89.  Our  main  job  is  traffic  control,  vehicle 
stabilization,  assistance  with  patient  extrication,  as  well  as  safety 
coverage  for  the  Sutton  Rescue  Squad. 

We  extend  our  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  Ladies  Auxiliary  of 
the  Sutton  Volunteer  Firemen's  Association,  Sutton  Police  Department, 
Sutton  Rescue  Squad  and  the  Sutton  Highway  Department,  and  the 
Office  of  the  Selectmen.  Since  September  11,  we  have  all  learned  how 
important  it  is  to  have  agencies  working  in  conjunction  with  one 
another.

Your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department,  and  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  cooperate  and 
coordinate  to  reduce  the  risk  of  wildland  fires  in  New  Hampshire.  To 
help  us  assist  you,  contact  your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden  or  Fire 
Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing  ALL  outside 
burning.  Fire  permits  are  mandatory  for  any  open  burning  unless  the 
ground  where  the  burning  is  to  be  done  (and  surrounding  areas)  is 
completely  covered  with  snow.  Violations  of  RSA  227-L:17,  the  fire 
permit  law  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  up  to  $2,000  and /or  a  year  in 
jail.  Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs.  Open  burning 
is  a  privilege,  NOT  a  right.  Help  us  to  protect  you  and  our  forest 
resource!  Build  small  brush  piles  that  can  be  quickly  burned  and 
extinguished. 

New  Hampshire  experienced  over  940  wildland  fires  in  2001:  Most  of 
the  fires  were  human  caused.

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Report  of  the  Sutton  Rescue  Squad 


2001  ended  on  a  busy  note  for  Sutton  Rescue.  We  were  at  an  all  time 
high  for  call  volume  topping  out  at  95  calls.  These  responses  included, 
motor  vehicle  accidents,  welfare  checks,  house  calls,  standbys  for  Sutton 
Fire  and  first  aid  coverage  at  activities  through  the  year  for  example, 
Ice  Days  and  Farm  Days. 

We  are  currently  13  members  strong,  and  are  always  looking  for  more 
people  interested  in  joining  a  close-knit  group.  Emphasis  continues  to 
be  in  the  areas  of  scene  safety  and  up-to-date  training.  We  are  fortunate 
to  have  monthly  opportunities  offered  free  of  charge  through  our  area 
emergency  medical  services  and  neighboring  squad  invites.  Some  of 
the  trainings  have  included  such  topics  as  "suspicious  substance" 
awareness,  how  E-911  works,  Public  Service  of  New  Hampshire  In- 
Service,  cold  water  rescue,  child /domestic /substance  abuse,  orthopedic 
injuries,  pediatric  trauma,  and  patient  case  reviews  to  name  but  a  few. 
Every  two  years  each  member  is  recertified  in  his  or  her  area  of 
certification  and  on  a  yearly  basis  recertified  in  CPR.  Each  call  is  tracked 
by  way  of  a  patient  "run-form".  From  this  information  we  are  able  to 
improve  our  standard  of  care  and  track  what  types  of  calls  we  are 
responding  to  at  any  given  point.  We  are  also  fortunate  to  work  closely 
with  members  of  the  Sutton  Volunteer  Firemen's  Association.  Many 
hours  throughout  the  year  are  devoted  to  working  together  to  train 
with  the  rescue  tool  (Jaws  of  Life).  We  are  fortunate  to  have  quick 
access  to  this  tool  and  have  used  it  several  times  over  this  past  year  to 
assist  in  the  removal  of  our  patients  from  motor  vehicle  accidents.  We 
are  grateful  to  have  a  close  working  relationship  with  Bradford 
Ambulance  Service  and  New  London  Ambulance  Service  which  allows 
us  to  provide  the  best  and  fastest  emergency  response  for  our 
community. 

Thank  you  to  the  residents  of  Sutton  for  continuing  to  support  us 
financially.  This  money  is  used  to  purchase  replacement  equipment, 
new  equipment  and  additional  training  and  certification  as  needed. 
We  can't  thank  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Sutton  enough  for  answering 
our  financial  need.  As  was  reported  last  year,  we  are  no  longer  in  a 
position  of  being  able  to  generate  a  fundraising  letter.  Therefore,  your 
support  over  the  next  few  years  as  we  begin  to  raise  our  much-needed 
monies  through  town  tax  funds  is  greatly  appreciated. 

As  always,  our  deepest  appreciation  goes  out  to  the  members  of  the 
Sutton  Volunteer  Firemen's  Association,  the  Sutton  Police  Department, 
and  last  but  not  least  the  Sutton  Highway  Department.  Without  their 
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dedication  and  prompt  response,  our  job  would  be  made  much  more 
difficult.  September  11  has  driven  home  for  us  all  how  important 
emergency  preparedness,  communication,  and  community  spirit  is.  We 
are  fortunate  to  live  in  a  community  where  volunteerism  is  treated 
with  such  a  high  degree  of  respect  and  appreciation.

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Emergency  Management 
Report 

2001  began  as  a  quiet  year  for  the  Town  of  Sutton  but  had  the  potential 
to  turn  hectic  fast.  The  beginning  of  the  year  found  most  everyone 
wishing  for  a  little  snow.  By  the  end  of  winter  all  were  hoping  to  see 
green  grass  by  July.  Several  large  snowstorms  pelted  our  area  with 
sometimes  as  much  as  44  inches  overnight.  When  spring  finally  began 
arriving  there  were  concerns  over  high  water  and  who  would  need 
assistance  with  flood  control.  Sandbags  proved  to  be  in  high  demand. 
By  working  with  the  Emergency  Management  Director  of  the  Town  of 
New  London,  we  were  able  to  fulfill  our  needs  and  now  have  some 
sandbags  stored  at  the  Sutton  Fire  Station.  Thankfully  the  Office  of  the 
Emergency  Management  Director  was  not  needed  but  know  that  in 
the  event  there  had  been  a  need  there  is  a  plan  in  place  with  the 
Selectmen's  Office,  Sutton  Firemen's  Association,  Sutton  Rescue  Squad, 
Sutton  Police  Station,  and  the  Pillsbury  Free  Library  that  would  be 
followed.  If  you  wish  to  peruse  this  manual,  please  stop  by  one  of 
these  agencies.  September  11  brought  about  changes  not  only  for  each 
of  us  as  individuals  but  also  for  each  of  the  town's  emergency 
departments.  This  office  has  been  continually  gathering  information 
and  attending  trainings  on  how  to  deal  with  any  reports  pertaining  to 
"suspicious  substances"  and  terrorists'  threats.  Meetings  were  and 
continue  to  be  held  between  OEM,  Sutton  Fire,  Police,  Rescue  and  The 
Kearsarge  Regional  High  school  in  the  event  there  is  a  need  to  evacuate 
the  facility  or  secure  the  premises.  In  the  upcoming  year,  my  main 
emphasis  will  be  to  continue  training  with  our  Town  departments  using 
these  plans  and  getting  as  much  up  to  date  information  to  the  town  as 
possible.  I  plan  to  maintain  close  communication  with  the  State 
Department  of  Emergency  Management  to  learn  more  about  grants 
and  training  opportunities.

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Report  of  the 
Bradford  Rescue  Squad 

The  Bradford  Rescue  Squad  responded  to  137  calls  in  2001.  These 
calls  were  in  Bradford,  and  adjacent  areas  in  Newbury,  Sutton  and 
Warner.  The  majority  of  these  calls  were  for  medical  assistance  and  the 
patients  were  transported  to  either  New  London  Hospital  or  Concord 
Hospital.  We  also  respond  to  all  fire  calls  to  standby  for  any  potential 
need  for  medical  care. 

The  Squad  is  completely  volunteer,  and  made  up  of  members  who  live 
in  the  local  area.  We  are  funded  both  through  the  towns  we  support 
and  through  tax-deductible  donations  from  people  in  the  community. 

The  Squad  celebrated  its  30th  anniversary  of  service  in  2001.  A  recep- 
tion was  held  at  Appleseed  Restaurant  to  thank  all  the  past  and  cur- 
rent members  for  their  commitment  over  the  many  years.  The  turnout 
was  great  and  everyone  had  a  good  time  renewing  old  friendships.  It 
is  interesting  to  note  that  nearly  200  people  were  a  part  of  the  Squad 
over  the  30  years. 

The  commitment  to  become  a  member  of  a  volunteer  rescue  squad  is 
great.  The  initial  training,  the  on-going  training  and  re-certification 
every  two  years,  and  being  on-call  require  a  great  amount  of  time.  The 
job  is  demanding,  yet  it  is  also  very  rewarding  to  know  you  are  pro- 
viding a  valuable  service  to  your  family,  friends  and  neighbors.  There 
is  an  inherent  turnover  of  personnel  and  we  are  always  looking  for 
new  members.  If  you  have  an  interest  in  becoming  a  member  of 
Bradford  Rescue  Squad,  please  contact  me  or  a  member  of  the  Squad. 

My  personal  thanks  to  all  the  members  of  the  Squad  for  all  of  the  many 
hours  and  hard  work  you  put  in,  and  for  your  enthusiastic  commit- 
ment to  the  spirit  of  community.

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Report  of  the 
Conservation  Commission 


Conservation  Commission  members  present  at  a  recent  meeting,  seated: 
Betsy  For  sham,  Jean  LaChance  and  Leslie  Enroth,  standing:  Gene 
Aubert,  Charlie  Whittemore  and  Don  Davis. 

During  the  year  2001  we  were  again  engaged  in  a  variety  of  projects. 
Two  members  were  reappointed  for  three-year  terms;  a  new  Ex- 
Officio  Member  was  appointed,  and  two  alternate  members  were 
appointed  to  fill  vacancies.  We  have  reappointed  a  Sutton  Director  and 
Sutton  Deputy  Director  of  the  Sunapee-Ragged-Kearsarge  Greenway 
Coalition.  We  continue  to  have  an  advisory  member  from  the  Kezar 
Lake  Protective  Association.  Monthly  meetings  are  held  at  the  Pillsbury 
Town  Hall  usually  on  the  third  Wednesday  at  7:00  p.m.  The  public  is 
invited. 

It  is  with  a  degree  of  sadness  that  we  note  two  cases  of  vandalism  during 
2001  to  Town  property  managed  by  the  Conservation  Commission:  (1) 
the  pump  house  door  on  King  Hill  Reservation  was  broken  down  and 
the  door  frame  destroyed,  and  (2)  the  Stevens  Brook  section  of  the  sign 
Stevens  Brook  Cloues  Natural  Area  was  stolen. 

As  a  broad  step  toward  conserving  the  environment  of  the  Town  of 
Sutton  the  Town  Meeting  on  March  14, 2001  voted  in  the  affirmative  to 
increase  the  percentage  of  the  Land  Use  Change  Tax  for  deposit  into 
the  Sutton  Conservation  Fund.  By  this  vote  the  majority  of  townspeople 
present  and  voting  affirm  that  Sutton  is  an  attractive  place  to  live  and 
open  space,  natural  beauty  (lakes,  streams,  woodlands,  scenic  roads, 
views  of  mountains),  wildlife  habitat,  historic  buildings  and  sites  should 
be  protected  for  future  generations.  The  purpose  of  the  Sutton 
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Conservation  Fund  is  to  provide  funds  for  land  acquisition  and  for 
conservation  purposes  in  the  Town  of  Sutton  and  to  cover  costs 
associated  with  management  of  existing  properties  held  by  the  Sutton 
Conservation  Commission.  Consistent  with  the  rapid  development  of 
the  towns  in  southern  New  Hampshire,  land  in  Sutton  is  being 
developed  at  an  increasingly  rapid  rate.  As  desirable  tracts  of  land 
become  available  we  need  the  financial  capability  to  take  action  for 
land  acquisition  and  conservation. 

The  major  Commission  activity  again  this  year  related  to  King  Hill 
Reservation  (KHR),  the  beautiful  441-acre  multi-use  property  gifted  to 
Sutton  in  April  1999.  The  development  and  management  of  the 
property  is  consistent  with  a  conservation  easement.  Our  statement  of 
purpose  for  KHR  is  to  provide  a  well  maintained  and  managed  year 
round  park  which  (1)  protects  the  natural  and  historic  features  of  the 
site,  (2)  provides  opportunities  for  compatible  public  recreation 
activities,  (3)  facilitates  a  natural  town  forest,  (4)  maintains  a  natural 
wildlife  habitat,  and  (5)  fosters  an  understanding  of  our  natural  and 
historic  heritage. 

KHR  is  open  to  the  public  with  no  charge.  With  active  volunteer,  public 
participation  more  comprehensive  activities  are  feasible.  The  King  Hill 
Reservation  Committee  focus  continues  on  the  development  of 
recreational  facilities,  trails  and  improvement  of  the  natural  wildlife 
habitat.  Those  who  are  interested  in  assisting  to  develop  KHR  are 
encouraged  to  contact  a  member  of  the  Sutton  Conservation 
Commission.  A  basic  level  of  financial  support  for  KHR  comes  from 
the  Sutton  Conservation  Commission  budget.  A  KHR  Conservation 
Fund  was  established  consistent  with  State  Statute  RSA  36-A:5  to 
provide  a  repository  for  gifts  from  Friends  made  specifically  for  KHR. 
We  want  to  thank  those  who  made  gifts  during  2001.  Additional  gifts 
to  the  KHR  Conservation  Fund  are  encouraged  and  should  be  mailed 
to  the  Sutton  Conservation  Commission  Chairman. 

To  further  support  the  development  of  KHR  a  proposal  was  submitted 
to  and  approved  by  the  State  for  a  Recreational  Trails  Program  Grant. 
This  project  includes  activities  to  improve  trail  drainage  and  erosion 
control,  to  replace  a  damaged  gate  and  to  develop  and  install  trail  signs. 

A  highlight  of  2001  accomplishments  re  King  Hill  Reservation  follows: 

•  A  conceptual  plan  of  action  was  developed  with  primary  and 
secondary  goals  for  the  year  2001  pertaining  to  the  development 
of  recreational  facilities,  structures  and  habitat.  Significant  progress 
toward  these  goals  worthy  of  note  includes:  Layout  and 
construction  of  Martha  Kezar  's  Hall  Trail;  Relocate  a  section  of  Lyon 
Brook  Trail;  Widened  and  improved  the  Felch  Trail;  Installed  name 
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and  directional  signs  on  existing  trails;  Constructed  water  bars  on 
Hominy  Pot  Trail  to  facilitate  storm  drainage;  Planted  75  seedlings 
from  the  State  Forest  Nursery  identified  as  valuable  food  and 
protective  cover  for  songbirds,  gamebirds  and  wildlife  in  general 
near  KHR  trails;  Mowed  all  walking  trails  near  the  Hominy  Pot 
Road  entrance  with  our  field  and  brush  mower;  Updated  the  KHR 
map  to  July  2001  to  show  above  accomplishment;  Replenished 
maps  in  boxes  at  the  two  KHR  entrances;  Led  a  public  walk  for  the 
Sutton  Historical  Society  discussing  and  interpreting  natural  and 
historical  features  of  the  property;  Constructed  and  installed  signs 
to  identify  property  boundaries  along  three  King  Ridge  ski  trails; 
Repaired  wanning  hut  at  top  of  Jabberwocky  Trail;  Developed  more 
detailed  plans:  to  improve  drainage  on  the  Hominy  Pot  Trail  and 
Penacook  Path,  to  facilitate  additional  parking  at  Hominy  Pot  Road 
entrance,  to  develop  permanent  signs  at  trail  heads  and 
intersections,  and  to  replace  the  damaged  gate  at  the  King's  Hill 
Road  entrance. . 

•  A  Public  Meeting  was  held  on  April  11th:  to  discuss  our  vision  of 
KHR,  to  highlight  year  2000  accomplishments,  to  present  plans 
and  projects  for  2001,  and  to  identify  volunteers. 

•  We  acknowledge  and  thank  the  many  volunteers  from  the  KHR 
Committee,  Colby  Sawyer  students  and  others  who  actively 
participated  in  the  accomplishments  identified  above. 

•  Access  Easement:  King  Ridge  L.L.C  granted  a  permanent  access 
easement  to  the  Commission  to  use  the  existing  north-south  Nichols 
(Old  Farm)  Road  that  crosses  the  corners  of  Lots  #31  and  #32  for 
the  purpose  of  pedestrian  access  and  maintenance  of  trails  and 
open  space 

A  highlight  of  other  2001  accomplishments  follows: 

•  Updated  the  document  "Sutton  Properties  with  Conservation 
Commission  Management  Responsibility"  that  describes  the 
properties  and  identifies  the  management  objectives  for  10 
properties  owned  by  Sutton  and  two  private  properties  with 
Conservation  Easements; 

•  Inspected  and  maintained  as  appropriate  the  following  town 
properties  under  Conservation  Commission  management 
responsibility:  Town  Forest /Tree  Farm,  Mildred  T.  Lefferts  Town 
Natural  Area,  Redington  Dam  Area,  Smiley  (Aqua  Villa)  Property, 
Settlers  Oven,  Stevens  Brook  -  Cloues  Natural  Area,  Seymour 
Property  and  Walden  and  Loys  Sundell  Natural  Area; 

•  Agreed  to  the  name  and  management  objectives  for  the  Walden 
and  Loys  Sundell  Natural  Area; 

•  Developed  a  loop  walking  trail  on  the  25-acre  Stevens  Brook  Cloues 
Natural  Area  presently  marked  with  blue  flagging  starting  and 
ending  on  East  Sutton  Road  east  of  the  189  overpass; 
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•  By  vote  of  the  Commission  authorized,  subject  to  conditions,  the 
construction  and  use  of  a  multi-use  trail  that  will  cross  the  Mildred 
T.  Lefferts  Town  Natural  Area; 

•  Encouraged  Colby-Sawyer  students  to  undertake  a  project  to 
develop  a  Sutton  Natural  Resources  Inventory; 

•  Established  a  subcommittee  to  identify  Sutton  land  worthy  of 
conservation; 

•  Participated  in  the  Sutton  Master  Plan  Committee; 

•  Monitored  dredge  and  fill  permit  applications,  signed-off  on  those 
qualifying  as  a  Minimum  Impact  Expedited  Application  and  as 
appropriate  submitted  comments  to  the  New  Hampshire,  DES, 
Wetlands  Bureau; 

•  Examined  Intent  to  Cut  wood  and  timber  applications  from  the 
view  of  potential  wetlands  impacts; 

•  Maintained  a  file  of  free  publications  that  can  assist  Sutton 
landowners  to  follow  proper  timber  harvesting  procedures  of 
benefit  to  both  the  landowner  and  the  natural  environment; 

•  Participated  in  roadside  clean-up  project; 

•  Further  developed  and  maintained  Sutton  walking  trails; 

•  Participated  in  the  Sutton-Raged-Kearsarge  Greenway  Coalition 
that  maintains  75  miles  of  trails  connecting  Mt.  Sunapee,  Ragged 
Mountain  and  Mt.  Kearsarge;  led  walks  on  Sutton  sections  for 
Greenway  walkabouts; 

•  Continued  participation  in  the  Joint  Sutton-New  London  Kezar 
Lake  Watershed  Committee.

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Report  of  the  Health  Officer 

The  Town  of  Sutton  Public  Health  Regulations  (2001)  were 
recommended  by  the  Health  Officer  and  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen.  The  purpose  of  these  regulations  is  "to  provide  the 
prevention  or  removal  of  any  nuisance  or  other  thing  which  is  injurious 
to  the  public  health,  as  authorized  pursuant  to  RSA 147.  The  regulations 
are  defined  in  seven  sections:  Authority,  Purpose,  Unlawful  Act, 
Enforcement,  Violations,  Notice  of  Removal  With  or  Without  Notice, 
Liability  for  Cost  of  Removal  or  Destruction. 

These  regulations  provide  the  town  Board  of  Health  specific  procedures 
to  follow  when  the  owner  or  occupant  of  a  property  violates  the  town's 
Public  Health  Regulations. 

As  I  review  the  Health  Officer's  Log  for  the  year  it  is  evident  that  the 
number  of  cases  and  the  issues  are  comparable  to  those  of  previous 
years.  Over-loaded  dumpsters  and  excessive  clutter  on  neighboring 
property  are  the  most  frequent  complaints.  The  most  serious  health 
and  safety  complaints  brought  to  my  attention  include  improper 
handling  of  garbage,  tenant  health  and  safety  issues  and  farm  animal 
manure  management. 

Along  with  the  number  of  new  homes  in  our  town  we  are  seeing  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  farm  animals.  Hence  the  manure  management 
issues  come  into  focus.  The  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Markets,  &  Food  has  been  helpful  in  doing  on  site  inspections  and 
making  suggestions  to  reduce  the  risk  of  environmental  damage, 

The  2001  Sutton  Health  Officer  on  site  inspections  included: 

(3)  trash /garbage,  outdoor  clutter  and  over  flowing  dumpsters 

(3)  septic  system  failure  verification 

(2)  tenant  complaints  related  to  health  and  safety  issues. 

(1)  septic  odor  complaint. 

Additional  tasks  included:  Meetings  with  the  Selectmen  to  discuss:  a 
dispute  between  neighbors;  the  operation  of  the  Town's  Solid  Waste 
and  Recycling  Facility;  the  town's  Public  Health  Regulations 

•  preparing  letters  and  telephone  conversations  with  agents  of  DES 
(gray  water  and  drinking  water)  and  NHDAM&F  (Manure 
Management) 

•  reviewing  numerous  health  related  articles  and  letters  from  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire. 

•  telephone  calls  requesting  information  on  suspicious  rabid  wild 
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animals,  dead  birds  and  removal  of  lead  paint,  water  testing. 
Services  provided  by  VNA,  New  London  Hospital,  Habitat  for 
Humanity,  Council  on  Aging,  and  Cap. 

With  the  terrorist  acts  such  as  anthrax  and  other  biological  agent  threats, 
New  Hampshire  joins  the  entire  country  in  surveillance.  Use  common 
sense  and  report  to  local  or  state  officials  any  suspicious  persons  or 
packages. 

This  completes  my  ninth  year  serving  as  the  Town  Health  Officer.  I 
have  a  sincere  interest  in  promoting  the  health  of  our  community. 

Please  contact  me  if  you  need  information  related  to  public  health  or 
wish  to  report  a  public  health  concern. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Code  Enforcement  Officer  and 
Elly  and  Lynn  at  the  Selectmen's  office  for  their  assistance  during  the 
year.  I  also  would  like  to  thank  the  residents  of  Sutton  for  their  support 
of  me  in  the  performance  of  my  duties.

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Report  of  the  Overseer  of  Welfare 


The  dry  weather  this  year  has  not  meant  a  dry  welfare  budget. 
We  had  a  rather  "fair  weather"  season.  Several  requests,  of  course, 
but  some  that  didn't  follow  through  with  the  necessary  interview. 

I  have  learned  over  the  years  to  tap  into  other  agencies  when  possible  to 
avoid  using  our  budget.  This  has  meant  a  small  savings  to  the  town.  Ten 
years  as  Overseer  of  Welfare,  and  I  am  still  learning.  We  were  able  to 
retain  about  35%  of  our  budget  this  year. 

This  year  we  did  the  food  deliveries  for  the  holidays,  but  we  were  also 
able  to  give  out  a  lot  more  food  certificates.  This  means  that  people  can 
shop  for  what  they  really  do  eat.  The  Hurds,  Foxchase,  Labsphere,  and 
the  King  Solomon  Masons  have  made  much  of  this  possible.  Several 
"Secret  Santas"  added  a  bright  ray  in  the  lives  of  Town  of  Sutton  residents. 
This  is  always  the  best  part  of  the  job. 

The  Department  has  had  requests  for  people  wanting  to  donate  time  to 
assist  in  the  Welfare  of  the  Town.  This  has  been  to  fulfill  community 
service  hours.  I  am  unable  to  have  assistants  at  this  time  due  to  the 
confidentiality  of  the  program.  Many  thanks  for  the  kind  offers. 

There  are  a  couple  of  notes  I  should  add  to  this  in  reference  to  donations. 
A  "Planet  Aid"  container  is  located  outside  of  Vernondale's  Store.  The 
company  is  conscientious  about  picking  up  clothes.  However,  I  strongly 
ask  you  honor  their  request  about  putting  clothes  in  plastic  bags  and  filling 
the  container.  If  the  container  is  full,  kindly  wait  for  the  pickup  (every 
two  weeks)  before  trying  to  put  your  clothes  in  the  hamper.  If  you  would 
like  to  check  out  the  website  for  "Planet  Aid"  -  www.planetaid.org. 

If  you  have  a  surplus  of  canned  goods  or  nonperishables,  the  Kearsarge 
Community  Action  Program  can  use  them.  Drop  them  off  in  Warner. 
The  Town  of  Sutton  uses  this  service  so  the  food  ultimately  comes  back  to 
town. 

This  has  been  a  year  of  outpouring  of  goodwill.  The  attacks  on  the  U.S. 
have  caused  many  to  pause  and  consider  what  life  is  all  about.  No  act  of 
kindness  goes  unnoticed.

Kearsarge  Area  Council  on  Aging,  Inc.  (KCOA)  is  a  non-profit 
organization  founded  in  1992  with  the  mission  of  providing  needed 
services  and  programs  for  area  citizens  over  the  age  of  55  (and  adults 
who  through  disability  may  need  assistance)  thus  enhancing  the  quality 
of  their  lives.  Its  service  area  includes  the  towns  of  Andover,  Danbury, 
Grantham,  Newbury,  New  London,  Springfield,  Sunapee,  Sutton  and 
Wilmot. 

All  years  seem  to  be  eventful  ones  for  KCOA,  but  none  more  so  than 
2001.  We  have  completed  our  strategic  planning  study  and  are  now  in 
a  position  to  start  positive  planning  for  KCOA's  future.  The  first  and 
foremost  objective  which  came  to  light  in  our  studies  was  the  real  need 
for  larger  and  better-proportioned  quarters  in  which  to  carry  out  our 
mission  and  the  need  for  a  kitchen  in  these  larger  quarters.  As  our 
numbers  have  grown,  so  has  the  popularity  of  many  of  the  programs 
held  at  the  Center,  and  there  has  become  apparent  a  need  to  provide 
the  social  and  health  impetus  of  a  meal  served  at  the  Center — not  every 
day,  but  often.  With  these  requirements  needing  to  be  met,  the  Board 
of  Directors,  with  a  grant  from  the  Upper  Valley  Community 
Foundation,  undertook  to  do  a  Feasibility  Study  to  see  what  our 
prospects  might  be  to  raise  enough  money  for  a  Senior  Center  building. 
The  results  were  promising,  and  we  are  now  studying  our  next  step. 

With  the  Feasibility  Study  in  progress,  accreditation  has  taken  a  back 
burner,  but  we  are  gearing  up  again  to  get  the  final  leg  of  this  project 
finished.  Our  data-  base  is  important  to  this  subject  we  have  therefore 
added  a  part-time  assistant  to  cover  this  front. 

We  are  working  with  the  ServiceLink  headquarters  in  Concord  and 
Newport  as  a  satellite  to  be  sure  that  all  necessary  information  is 
disseminated  to  those  in  our  towns  who  need  and  want  it  and  referrals 
made  where  necessary.  Representatives  sit  on  the  Merrimack  County 
ServiceLink  Board. 

Programs  continue  to  expand  and  to  be  well  attended.  Computers  at 
the  Center  are  now  equipped  to  turn  out  graphics,  and  our  workshops 
are  filled  with  eager  artists.  Memoir  writing  is  very  popular,  as  it  should 
be,  but  has  had  to  be  farmed  out  to  a  quieter  venue!  The  Courier  now 
prints  1500  copies  of  its  eight-page  monthly  newsletter  that  go  to 
individual  households,  donors,  sponsors,  town  offices  and  public 
buildings  in  the  nine  towns  we  represent.  The  Outdoor  Recreation  For 
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Seniors  (ORFS)  program  now  numbers  almost  70  people,  about  30  of 
who  are  "regulars."  Our  "Walk  Your  Way  Through  Winter"  indoor 
program  is  available  in  six  towns. 

On  the  services  side,  the  largest  service  KCOA  provides  is,  of  course, 
the  Transportation  Program  that  has  become  a  model  for  communities 
throughout  the  State.  As  of  November  15,  2001,  over  125  drivers  for 
KCOA  have  logged  32,000  miles  of  volunteer  driving.  This  number 
reflects  the  strong  need,  not  just  for  visits  to  the  dentist  and  doctor  and 
hairdresser,  but  visits  to  the  medical  centers  at  Dartmouth-Hitchcock 
and  Concord  Hospital  for  dialysis,  chemotherapy  and  other  therapies. 
We  define  "volunteer"  as  someone  who  renders  a  service  without  pay — 
some  towns  refer  to  drivers  as  volunteers  when  they  are  recompensed 
for  gasoline. 

Fund  raising  is  always  a  bug-a-boo  for  non-profit  organizations,  but 
this  year  our  one  big  fund-  raiser  was  fun.  Our  giant  yard  sale  combined 
with  a  raffle  netted  about  $6,000  of  badly  needed  income! 

We  keep  in  touch  with  our  volunteers  by  having  periodic  meetings 
and  receptions,  quite  often  combining  the  two.  Desk  Volunteers  and 
Drivers  were  brought  together  in  October  for  discussion,  some  pointers 
and  a  lot  of  camaraderie. 

KCOA  is  most  grateful  for  the  continuing  support  from  the  nine-town 
area  it  represents,  donors  to  our  annual  fund-drive,  foundation  grants, 
sponsors  of  our  newsletter  and  individual  citizens.  Thank  you  all  for 
your  generosity!

Lake  Sunapee  Region  Visiting  Nurse  Association  is  proud  to  have 
served  residents  in  the  Town  of  Sutton  this  year.  The  life-changing 
events  of  September  11  reminded  all  of  us  of  the  value  of  our  community 
and  our  country.  Our  staff  traveled  more  than  500,000  miles  this  year 
bringing  care  to  families,  friends  and  neighbors  in  this  region. 

Here  at  LSRVNA  we  spent  the  year  focusing  on  ways  to  improve  the 
care  that  we  provide  to  you.  That  process  took  many  forms...  from 
assessment  of  clinical  practice  standards  to  ensure  a  good  outcome  for 
the  patient  and  family,  to  partnerships  with  other  providers  to  reduce 
costs,  and  to  investments  in  technology  to  improve  the  care  we  provide 
and  give  us  the  information  we  need  to  make  well-informed  business 
decisions. 

Several  areas  are  noteworthy.  First,  our  Hospice  program  cared  for  91 
patients,  the  most  patients  and  families  since  its  inception.  The  Hospice 
Team,  including  physicians,  clinical  staff,  support  staff  and  over  50 
volunteers  worked  to  ensure  that  each  patient  and  family  received  the 
support  they  needed  to  allow  their  loved  one  to  remain  at  home  until 
death. 

Second,  our  Pediatric  program  expanded  its  services  by  adding  highly 
skilled  nurses  who  are  able  to  provide  the  care  necessary  to  keep 
children  at  home  with  their  parents  and  families;  children  on  ventilators, 
children  with  diabetes,  cystic  fibrosis  and  orthopedic  problems.  This 
means  the  world  to  families.  One  father  stated  "your  service  has  allowed 
us  to  be  a  family  again." 

Finally,  we  invested  in  an  exciting  new  telehomecare  program.  Our 
HomMed  Sentry  units  allow  the  nurse  to  monitor  their  patient's  vital 
signs  daily,  review  that  information  here  in  our  office  and  notify  the 
physician  in  time  to  prevent  serious  complications. 

Part  of  the  mission  of  LSRVNA  is  to  provide  other  community  benefits 
for  residents  in  the  towns  we  serve.  In  addition  to  charity  care  we 
provided:

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Report  of  the  Merrimack  County 
UNH  Cooperative  Extension 

The  University  of  New  Hampshire,  Cooperative  Extension  is  your 
local  link  to  practical,  research-based  education  to  people  of  all 
ages,  helping  them  make  informed  decisions  that  strengthen  youth, 
families,  and  communities,  sustain  natural  resources,  forests,  wildlife 
and  agriculture,  and  improve  the  economy.  Merrimack  County 
residents  benefit  from  a  wide  range  of  Extension  offerings,  which 
include  4-H  and  youth  development  programs,  monitoring  water 
quality  in  lakes  and  rivers,  reducing  the  use  of  pesticides,  parenting 
programs,  land  use  management,  food  safety,  forest  stewardship,  family 
finances,  meeting  the  needs  of  low  income  families,  strengthening  our 
communities  and  developing  a  strong  volunteer  base  while  providing 
a  wide  range  of  information  to  citizens.  Extension  also  offers  the  public 
an  outreach  hotline  with  a  toll-free  Family,  Home  &  Garden  Info  Line, 
staffed  Monday  through  Friday,  9am  to  2pm  (1-877-398-4769)  and  it 
handled  a  total  of  1,198  requests  from  Merrimack  County  residents. 

Extension  staff  provide  education  to  forest  landowners,  food  producers 
and  plant  growers  that  help  keep  their  enterprises  profitable,  thus 
preserving  open  space  and  protecting  natural  resources.  Many  studies 
show  that  open  space  helps  keep  property  taxes  low,  as  it  places  few 
demands  on  taxpayers  for  services.  Extension  also  provides  assistance 
to  town  planners  and  boards  on  zoning  issues  related  to  marketing 
from  roadside  stands,  garden  centers,  pick-your-own  operations,  and 
best  management  practices  for  the  production  of  agricultural  crops  and 
livestock. 

A  major  statewide  Extension  initiative,  Strengthening  New  Hampshire 
Communities,  has  impacted  Merrimack  County.  Extension  staff  has 
worked  with  the  communities  in  a  variety  of  ways.  Several  Merrimack 
County  towns  have  participated  in  Extension's  exciting  Community 
Profile  process.  This  past  Fall  a  Community  Profile  was  completed  in 
Hooksett.  A  Community  Profile  is  a  tool  to  help  community  members 
create  a  vision  about  what  they  want  their  community  to  be  like,  and 
then  forms  action  groups  to  reach  those  goals.  In  addition  Cooperative 
Extension  provides  publication  notebooks  for  all  town  libraries.  The 
Extension  currently  provides  weekly  radio  spots  on  WKXL,  which  offer 
information  to  the  communities  throughout  the  County.  Extension 
information  can  also  be  obtained  from  the  Web  at  ceinfo.unh.edu. 
Follow-up  support  is  available  from  UNH  Cooperative  Extension  staff. 
Other  community  efforts  include  after  school  programs,  teen 
assessment  projects,  wellness  teams,  town  office  visits,  the  Master 
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Gardener  program,  working  with  town  officials  to  make  sure  local 
ordinances  are  "agriculture-friendly"  and  assisting  schools  with 
maintenance  of  athletic  fields  and  landscaped  areas.  The  staff  in 
Merrimack  County  includes  nine  Extension  educators,  two  state 
specialists  and  three  support  staff.  Educators  reach  approximately  one 
of  every  four  families  in  the  county.

The  Sutton  Conservation  Commission  reminds  owners  of  forest  land  that 
your  timber  is  a  valuable  asset.  Be  wary  of  unsolicited  offers  to  log  your  land 
or  buy  timber.  Before  you  have  your  property  logged,  we  strongly  recommend 
you: 

□  Hire  a  licensed  professional  forester  to  represent  your  financial  interests 
and  to  protect  the  long-term  health  and  productivity  of  your  woodlot. 

□  Obtain  a  good  written  timber  harvesting  contract. 

□  Learn  more  about  current  wood  markets  and  prices. 

□  Obtain  free  forestry  advice  from  Merrimack  County  Cooperative 
Extension.  County  Forester,  Tim  Fleury  will  arrange  to  visit  your 
woodlot.  Please  call  Tim  at  (603)  796-2151  or  225-5505. 

□  Learn  more  about  NH  forestry  laws  including:  the  Intent  to  Cut  permit, 
the  NH  Timber  Yield  Tax,  Wetlands  permits,  Best  Management  Practices 
for  Erosion  Control,  Basal  Area  law  for  Stream  and  Shoreland  Protection 
zones,  Slash  laws  and  Timber  Trespass  laws. 

□  Visit  the  resource  library  in  the  Town  Hall.  Free  fact  sheets  include  an 
excellent  publication  entitled:  Selling  Timber?  Do  It  Right!  Other 
publications  include  information  on:  Forest  Management  Plans, 
Marking  Boundaries,  Logging  Contracts,  Best  Management  Practices, 
Timber  Harvesting  Laws,  Cost-Share  Programs,  Licensed  Foresters  and 
Certified  Loggers  in  NH. 

A  timber  tax  monitor  reviews  Intent  to  Cut  permits  and  visits  timber  harvests 
in  Sutton  as  necessary  to  insure  accurate  reporting  of  timber  yields. 

NH  Division  of  Forests  &  Lands  inspecting  foresters  visit  logging  operations 
to  insure  compliance  with  NH  timber  harvesting  laws  and  to  respond  to 
complaints  of  timber  law  violations.  Call  (603)  271-2217. 

Proper  timber  harvesting  provides  multiple  benefits:  income,  improved 
habitat,  trails,  views,  and  long-term  forest  health.  Uncontrolled,  exploitive 
cutting  results  in  lost  revenue,  environmental  degradation,  public  resentment 
and  legal  liability. 

Your  forest  has  been  growing  for  many  years. 

It  will  continue  to  increase  in  value  over  time. 

A  timber  sale  should  be  an  informed  decision.
